S ENATOR BECK: O k a y .

SENATOR WEHRBEIN: Do uglas County, Omaha Public Schools had
8,831. Nebraska City is, by far, the most because they tend to
have several students that move there.

SENATOR BECK: All right.

SENATOR WEHRBEIN: The rest r u n f r om 5 , 00 0 , Dakota C o u nt y a t
South Sioux City had 4,891 in ' 86-87 .

SENATOR BECK: Okay, thank you, Senator Wehrbein. That was a
f r iendly quest i on . I have j u s t re c e n t l y vi s i t ed t he N e b r a s k a
School for the D e af in Omaha and it's a very nice place, as
Senator Hall referred to. I t h i n k i t wo u l d b e v e r y d i f f i cu l t t o
replicate that program i n i ndi v i d u a l d i st r i ct s a s w e hav e
probably be e n t r yi ng to do. I guess I just wanted to ask
Senator Wehrbein how much it might free up in districts because
that, again, could be used for something else there a nd, i n

ssence, we ar e p r o v i d i n g some small property tax r el ie f by
doing that. But I ju st wanted to note something that in the
school of the deaf they are already serving youngsters that have
multiple handicaps. They must be hearing impaired to begin with
but many of them had multiple handicaps and they se e med t o be
doing a f i ne j ob and I w oul d j u s t t h i n k i t wou l d b e t e r r i b l y
expensive to duplicate those programs in a l l of our school
districts across the state, although I, too„ like the idea of
children being able to stay home with t he i r f ami l i e s . But,
again, I woul d su p por t S e nator Wehrbein i n t h i s bi l l ce r t a i nl y
at this round to pass it on so that we might h ave e ven m o r e
discussion on i t. I think it's a worthy concept and it's a
